Through overy politieal storm he sure
vived I'uring hils long term of service In
the Recorder of Deeds’ office he bocame fne.
milinr with every detall of the office and his
advice was souight by lawyern. He wan
considered one of the authorities on real
ostale taw In this olty, He was one of this
clty's oldest attorneys, having been a mem-
her of the bar for the last 63 years,

During the Iast wseveril yeiars he has
been known as solicitor of the Recorder of
Deeds’ otfice, a position created for his ben-
efit. In thig capacity Mr. Flotoher's services
were Invaluabls to the office.

Mr. Fletcher entered the Recorder of
Deeds’ office in 1874 an chlef clérk.
